neither of the political parties would 
be willing that the Governor belonging to 
the party should have the nomina- 
tion of the whole Bench, ‘with an official 
tenure of duration. Such a feature in 
the system would inevitably array 


| an entire political party against it; and no 


Judiciary system can ever be carried against 
such an opposition. 

The Convention therefore gwisely and 
thoughtfully provided that the new Bench 
should be elected by the people. It also 


| prescribed the manner of voting so that a 


minority of the Judges will be of the politi- 
cal party which shall happen to cast a 
minority of votes. The Court cannot be 
wholly partisan, and this feature will com- 
mend it to the public confidence. The ques- 
tion of election or appointment to the 
judicial office is not, however, overlooked. 
The proposed article submits that single 
question to the people in the year 1873, and 
all Judges will thereafter be elected or ap- 
pointed as the people shall then decide. 
That will be 4 favorable time for the decision 
because the power of appointment will confer 
very little immediate patronage or none at 
all. The change from election to appoint- 
ment, if approved, will take place as: vacan- 
cies shall occur. Those, therefore, who are 
opposed to the elective system and wish for 
a better, have but to vote for the amended 
article by which the question is to come be- 
fore the people at a favorable time and under 
favorable circumstances. No one expects 
that the change will ever be made in any 
other manner. To vote against the article 
is to vote against such a submission, and for 
@ perpetuation of the very evils so mich 
complained of. 

The new article is submitted toh separate 
vote on Tuesday next. The ballot for or 
against “the amended Constitution” has 
nothing to do with it.. A majority of sepa- 
rate ballots for it will adopt it as part of the 
old or of the new Constitution. A majority 
against it will reject it whether the new Con- 
stitution is or is not adopted. This should 
be distinctly kept in mind, so that no one 
who favors the changes proposed may fail to 
cast an affirmative ballot “for the amended 
Judiciary article.” These changes are in the 
highest degree important and beneficial, and 
we do not hesitate to say that the public in- 
terest urgently demands their approval. 

We have one of the worst judicial sys- 
tems that human ingenuity ‘can contrive. 
The Court of Appeals, the tribunal of last 
resort, where all rights are finally deter- 
mined, has a9 weak and unstable organiza 
tion, the like of which cannot be found in 
the world. Ithas been in existence about 
twenty years. During that time not less 
than one hundred Judges have gcecupied the 
Bench in rapid succession. The number of 
Judges being eight, a very simple calcula- 
tion will show that the average tenure of 
the: judicial office in that Court has been 
only one’year and six tenths of a year. This 
is less than one-half the official term of a 
Justice of the Peace, the humblest magis- 
trate in the State. From a Court so consti- 


tuted it is in vain to expect » uniform inter- 


pretation of the laws. Worse than this, rf 
possible,—it fails to decide at all. Its calen- 
dar is now more than five years in arrear, 
and the evil goes on increasing.

And precisely such a réview is 
provided in the proposed Judiciary article. 

‘We might refer to the resuscitation of the 
County Courts, and to many other changes 
all of which are in the right direction. But 
enough has been said, we. trust, to. secure a 
favorable consideration for this article. Its 
adoption cannot fail to give a higher tone and 
an upward tendency to our jurisprudence. 
There is some danger of its rejection for 
want of an earlier appreciation of its true 
character and merits. Butif lawyers and bus- 
iness men,—if all classes who have a common 
interest 1n a good Judiciary,—will attend 
to the dissemination of the ballots and look 
to the vote, its approval may be confidently 
anticipated. 

Native ana Sereign Talent. ‘ 

A few days ago, a public writer, who has 
himself contributed largely to American 
literature, complained in a melancholy spirit 
of the scanty encouragement which is given 
to native authors. The same cry is re- 
peated in another quarter with respect to 
artists. The galleries at the National Acad- 
emy of Design, it is said, are larger than our 
painters need, and, consequently, the project 
which the late Mr. Henny. Keep had in his 
mind, of constructing a gallery of art on 
Fifth-avenue, would have been of no advan 
tage to the public. “What we most need in 
this country,” continues the writer, “is the 
instinct for art, the love for it, and the abil- 
ity to satusfy it. If we had painters, we 
would very soon find suitable places to ex- 
hibit their works in.” 

Why have we so few painters? It is cer- 
tainly not because there is no “instinct for 
art,” and no love for it, in the minds of the 
people. ‘Whenever an American can afford 
it, he goes abroad, and feasts his eyes on the 
treasurce of the Old World; and asa matter 
of fact, he can appreciate what he sees at 
least oe well as the tourist from any other 
country. We doubt, moreover, whether 
native artists who have succeeded in making 
a “name” could fairly complain of any lack 
of support from their own countrymen. We 
need not go far out of New-York to find 
owners of private galleries who have paid 
large sums for pictures by Brerstapr or 
CHURCH or one or two other artists who find 
no difficulty in obtaining commissions. But 
notwithstanding this fact it is quite true 
that American painters are not patronized— 
if that word must be used still—with either 
the liberality or the discrimination which

art no less than in dress, and fashion has un- 
luckily prescribed that we should go abroad 
for our pictures and books as well as for our 
wives’ and daughters’ shawls and dresses.

who kept the key. A passenger receiving his 
entare change from the driver was apt to 
pocket it; and could with difficulty be made 
to comprehend that the duty of paying was 
not yet performed. 

Having once got rid of this nuisance, we 
hope no attempt will be made to inflict it 
upon us again. It may be progress in Chi- 
cago; here it would be retrogression. The 
driver and conductor of a car have each at 
present quite enough to do; if the duties of 
the latter are added to those of the former, 
not only inconvenience, but danger, will en- 
sue. When Rosert STEePHENnson, the in- 
ventor of the locomotive, testified as an ex- 
pert before a Parliamentary Commission, he 
was asked whether a train could be driven 
one hundred . miles per hour. Replying 
affirmatively, he was further questioned as 
to the result of such traveling. “Loss of 
life,” was the curt reply. If the driver 
of a car has to make change, he can- 
not properly look after his horses; 
nor remember when the car arrives at places 
where passengers wish to stop; nor can he 
settle disturbances in the car; nor attend 
to picking up passengers; nor assist the del- 
icate, the aged, the cripple or the child. As 
matters are, accidents endwgh are occasioned 
by our street cars. Somebody is: run over 
by them almost every day. They collide on 
cross tracks.. They are punched by omnibus 
poles and jammed by trucks carrying mer- 
chandise.. They are constantly getting off 
their tracks, or flinging to the ground unfor- 
tunate platform passengers while dashmg 
around curves. There are improvements 
that should be made, such as warming the 
ears m cold weather, and effecting an ar- 
rangement for transfer tickets between dif- 
ferent lines; but conductorless cars, what- 
ever their apparent economy to the railroad 
companies, will never be desirable to the 
nublic of this City.

The interests of informers under the In- 
ternal Revenue laws .will be materially 
affected by recent decisions of our United 
States Courts, as to the payment of the costs 
of prosecuting the cases.

The Courts have now decided that a 
provision in an act passed in 1799, relating 
to importa, is general in its application, and 
applies to forfeitures under the Internal 
Revenue acts.
